O wonder the Colombian government piotests against 


the action of the United States with, relation to 


Panama, and says this government is responsible for the 
secession of that state There is a chain of circumstantial 
jevildence that would suffice to convict a man on trial for 
tnurder. Nothing -will be done about it, of course, for we 
are simply following in the footsteps of the old-world na- 
tions, and they aie glad to see us doing so 
They follow 


our lead in recognizing the new lepublic and declare their 
dntentlon not to mix up in South American affairs, which 
are for the United States to deal with alone 


As soon as Colombia made her extieme demands in le- 


ga.rd to canal concessions we began to hear from Washmg- 
tpn that there was a possibility that the State of Panama 
might secede and that the concession desned might be 
seemed without paying such an exorbitant price. It seemed 
to the unsophisticated that after the President had ladled 
to conclude satisfactory negotiations with Colombia, he 
must, under the terms of the law, take up the Nicaragua 
project. But the Administiation had something else up 
its sle-eve and made no such move. 


Matters dragged along foi a few months 
Suddenly 


the count: y leained that the State of Panama had seceded 
from the confedeiation of Colombia By a fortunate com- 
bination of cueumstances, plenty of United States war- 
ships wete near the isthmus and weie sent at once to the 
scene of ttouble 
Taking- advantage of the terms of a 


tteaty that required communication acioss the istnmus 
to be unintetiupted, the goveinment refused to allow 
Colombia to land ttoops foi the t>uipose of subduing the 
revolutionists 
Of couise this v»as done foi the puipose of 


living up to the treaty and not because it would be any 
advantage to have Panama become an independent state, 
'but outsideis will not always take that view of it 
The 


new tepubhc was but a day of two old and the news of its 
secession and declaiation of independence- had not leached 
Bogola, the Colombian capital, -nhen the new state had a 
reptesentatl've appointed in Washington and the new re- 
public was lecognUed by Piesident Roosevelt 


Although even now theie is no established government 


in Panama, only a piovisional government to rule the 
little state until a congiess is elected and piovifies fot a 
form of goveinment, envoys have been sent to Washington 
to treat with our goveinment in tegaid lo concessions for 
a canal tioaty 
Of couise this I" not to be taken as evi- 


dence that the puipose of the i evolution was to effect 
such a tieaty and put the millions the United States ex- 
pects to pay for deshed concessions in the hands of the 
revolutionists but theie aie people who persist in looking 
at the mattei in that way 


Seriously, while it cannot peihaps be absolutely proven 


that the United States had any hand in fermenting the 
i evolution in Panama 
theie can be no doubt in the mind 


of any sensible man that such was the case 
The principle 


of secession which oui goveinment spent blood and treas- 
uie to desboy at home, is recognized among the neighbois 
to the south of us, to whom we are supposed to act in an 
advisoiy and piotecting capacity, and the accomplish- 
ments that foimed the foundations of the Republican 
paity are destioyed by the Administration 


It is humiliating whether one looks at it fiom the stand- 


point of an opposing paitisan or as a patnot. 


SILLY AND HARMLESS MISREPRESENTATION

T is not true the assei tion of a Republican contemporary 


that any Democratic platform adopted in Nevada

Able Address by Prof. J. E. Bray 
Prof. J. E. Bray gave a very in- 


teresting address before the teachers' 
institute yestei day morning, on the 
value to the teacher, of studying the 
laws of thought and of thought build- 
ing. 
The United 
States leads, he 


said, in the excellency of its public 
school system, and to the efficiency of 
our schools we owe the supremacy of 
our nation. ''This fact has been re- 
cently acknowledged by a report of 
English educators. 


"We owe our achievements in educa- 


tion largely to the excellent training 
of 
our teachers. 
By that training, 


two beautifully executed drills. Twelve I which puts the teacher into full pos- 
small boys went through their evolu- session of the laws which govern mind 
tions like soldiers. 
Then twelve little 


girls gained a round of applause by 
their grace and precision. 


Physical culture has 
never until 


this year been part of the course of 
instructions in our schools. Elsewhere 
The Journal 
prints 
Miss Shirley's 


views on the training of 
the body. 


Those views are well worth parents' 
consideration. 


Prof. Linscott spoke 
of 
the rural 


teacher., He said his sympathies went 
out to the carefully nurtured young 
teacher who had to eat poor food and 
suffer all the privations of living and 
teaching 
in 
small, out-of-the-way 


places. 


These difficulties strengthen the real 


teacher and are often privileges in- 
stead of hardships. 


Means of growth amounts to more 


than mere acqxiisition of knowledge, 
or advantage of position. In the rural 
community the teacher has a better 
chance to show forth personality, char- 
acter; she can be a leader theie when 
in the town she would be crowded out 
by superior intelligence. 
"There must 


be something moie than book-work," 
said Mr. Linscott, "to make up the 
true teacher." 


Prof. Tjinscott's 
address was 
so 


stirring and inspiring that to be 
a 


teacher, rural or otherwise, seemed a 
sacred opportunity to be of use in this 
world. 


Mr. Pike remarked that the ad- 


dress, even if heard by only the lural 
teachers present, was worth the money 
the institute had cost Washoe county. 


Miss "Weir, professor of history in the 


Nevada State University, gave a talk 
on the value of history In the training 
of the mind. 


Afternoon Session 


Miss Stella "Webster exemplified her 


daily work In arithmetic with an inter- 
esting little class of the second giade. 


Miss Caine then showed the man- 


ner of carrying the third grade through 
their require work. 
This institute has 


been rich in work that shows how the 
drudgery of the school room is actually 
done. 
Teaching the young idea isn't 


all play nor all inspiration. There is 
much monotonous work necessary to 
fix the mechanical facts of arithmetic 
and of leading in the minds of pupils. 
This work the Reno 
teachers have 


cheerfully done, and the general ver- 
dict of the visiting teacher is that 
much profit has been derived from 
these model classes. 


Prof. Etchevery next held the at- 


tention of the institute by a talk on 
school physics which he. claims is the 
basis of all science and a good training 
In common sense. 


Miss Thyes sang in Jier usual style, 


"I "Will "Walk "With You." 


A very spirited conference of high 


school teachers tools place and had to 
do with the amount of science that 
should be taught. 


Prof. Linscott thinks much time is 


wasted in puttering through arithme- 
tic. Pupils should be taught to think 
quickly and accurately. A lazy teach- 
er cannot 
give good 
Instruction in 


arithmetic, which requires intense men-.«mind must be awakened to a keen ap- 
tal activity. 


The burden of the mechanical work 


should be done in the lower grades, 
principally in the third grades. 
"A 


teacher," said Prof. Linscott, "should 
handle figures as readily as she does 
the piano keys."

action and mind impulses, the child is 
not antagonized but developed. 


All that is good and clean is en- 


forced, all that as hardful is forced out, 
so that the pupil is prepared to wel- 
come no unwholesome idea. 


Prof. Bray brought out very force- 


fully and clearly the importance of the 
teacher having a full knowledge of 
the apperceptive method 
of thought 


building, which always presupposes a 
knowledge of ideas upon which new 
ideas are built, thus paving the way for 
a full understanding of the importance 
of ideas in teaching. 


"Physical Culture" 


(Paper read by Miss Shirley) 


"Within the last few years the sub- 


ject of 
physical education has been 


growing in interest, until now the best 
educators concede it a place in schools 
of every class, from the kindergarten 
to the college. 
Teachers are begin- 


ning to feel a, responsibility for 
the 


physical condition of their pupils, and 
with the true spirit of progress are 
reaching out after help in this new 
work. 


Believing that the growing time is 


the period in which to form habits of 
health, and teach a greater reverence 
for the sanctity of the body, we begin 
the care and training of the physical 
being with the child's 
advent into 


school. 
Into his mind we instill a 


kind of body worship and love for 
the pure and beautiful, and pride in 
physical strength and control, as 
a 


safeguard against bad habits, appetites, 
and all vices that degrade the flesh. 


Simple recreative 
play rests 
the 


child from study, but it does not give 
him the equal and regular exercise 
which brings into action weak and lit- 
tle used parts of the body, and develops 
the whole being. Supeiintendent Pow- 
ell, of "Washington, D. C., says: 
"Ex- 


ercise is not cultivation, but exercise 
specifically directed and methodically 
taken is cultivation." 
' 


In order to secure the best results, 


the drills must have an appointed 
time, and be as certainly carried out 
as any other lesson. 
If properly con- 


ducted, and associated with agreeable 
thoughts as well as simple duty, the 
exercise will be to the children a source 
of pleasure as well as a means of im- 
provement. 


Earnestness and decision 
are im- 


perative elements in successful prac- 
tice; so also is cheerfulness. I believe 
with the old 
Hebrew kind, that "A 


merry heart doeth good like a medi- 
cine," and have faith in the proverb, 
"Laugh 
and grow fat." 
Healthful 


nature laughs as easily as the birds 
sing. 
When a child's laugh rings out 


like an echo of music from heaven, it 
is a proof that his sides, stomach and 
diaphragm are getting a good shaking 
up, and that the influence of the laugh 
is spreading its sunshine within, as 
well as without. 


I have no sympathy with the kind "of 


instruction which deals out only the 
dry 
bones of mechanical 
practice, 


without suggestions of its application 
to real life and beauty in art. 
The 


preciation of the need of a goo'd body. 
This can be done by telling the chil- 
dren stories In which the care, cjean- 
llness and health of the body bear an 
important part. For instance, read to 
them the story of a cripple or an in- 


"who has become such by the 


neglect of the body, and make them 


their bodies, and to have such pride 
in their preservation and power, as to 
keep them beautiful, in form and free 
from degrading habits. 
We cannot 


impress too strongly upon the children 
the close and mutual relation of the 
mental, moral and physical elements of 
existence. 
When once 
the child is 


taught the importance and language 
of movement, and its reflex action upon 
his character, he will no more shuffle 
his feet or slam the door than he will 
permit slang or profanity to pass his 
lips. 


First awaken in the mind an appre- 


ciation of the necessity of a good body, 
then practice to the end of developing 
the physical being, becomes a practice. 
Boys can be won to earnest work by 
suggestions as to the importance of 
str-ength 
and manliness. 
They can 


easily be lead to see the commercial 
value put upon a good form and cour- 
teous bearing by the business world. 
T'ell them of the hoy whose healthful, 
gentlemanly appearance -won him the 
position over a crowd 
of 
careless, 


slouching competitors. 


Girls are pleased with the attain- 


ments of grace and beauty, while all 
acknowledge the universal demand .for 
health and good manners. 


In adapting'the work to the public 


schools, where the needs of the chil- 
dren are so varied, in order to teach 
the principles of 
freedom, 
strength 


and expression, apparatus, such 
as 


dumb bells, wanrls and Indian clubs 
ae used when convenient. 
By this 


system the body first is freed from 
stiffness, sluggish and bad habits, then' 
it is strengthened to control, and made 
ready to yield itself to the service of 
the mind and soul in expression. 


Expression or gesture, which is the 


universal dumb language of the world, 
is the visible manifestation of the mind1 


and soul through the powers of 
the 


body, and should be guarded even with^ 
greater care than oral speech. 


Morals and manners can be taught 


in no better way than in connection 
with physical 
training. 
Our 
little 


children are learning lessons that will 
stay with them through life, when they 
repeat understandingly such mottoes 
as: 
' 


"Acyons speak louder than words." 
"Watchful eyes read motions, and 


motions tell our thoughts." 


These little precepts tend to culti- 


vate the attention, and they save many 
an unnecessary question. 


In giving instruction, I follow those 


general principles which are used by 


for men and women
